publicly and privately that it was his intention to place certain o£ his 
papers and other historical materials in a Presidential archival depository 
in Massachusetts, in the form of a Library bearing his name, and had. 
encouraged, and participated in, and arranged for the planning of such 
an institution. ’ * . 

SECOND: Accordingly, in fulfillment of such stated intention and arrange- 

ment, it is our desire to give and deliver to the United States of America 
for the purpose of ultimate deposit in the said Presidential arenival 
depository in Massachusetts, the papers, documents, historical materials, 
mementos, r.'oje<'< «: of art, and other, memorabilia, . eluding boo 
pictures, still pictures and sound recordings, hereinactcr callec 
"Materials," formerly belonging to and relating to the life ar.d we:.: ct 
John Fit ege raid Kennedy, and which he intended should he so deposited. 

TKIKD: Therefore, we, the undersigned Jacqueline Bouvicr Ker.u. -y and 
the Executors- and Trustees of the estate of John Fitzgerald Kennedy, 
deceased, hereinafter called the "Doners, " hereby convey, assign, g:ve,

The Donors, however, desire to guarc 
against the possibility of the Materials betr.g used to injure, embarrass, 
or harass ar.y person and otherwise properly to safeguard the interests 
of the United States. Therefore, all Materials to which this transfer

circumstances no longer require their being kept under restriction, provide 
however, that notwithstanding anything otherwise cr to the contrary in this 
instrument contained, no restrictions shall be removed in re spec: cl the 
materials described in Article Tilth il (c) without the prior writear. conn cat 
of the donors.
